8. Discussion: Bike Path 

Ms. Rowe moved to support a trial plowing of the trail this winter per Option #3 recommended by The Winter Access Initiative 
at a cost of $2500 to cover 6 storms and also requested an Article be inserted in the Annual Town Warrant to provide funding for 
clearing the trail permanently. 

Mr. Greeley offered an Amendment to delete the words “six (6) storms” and spend up to $2500. 

Option 3: 

Plow the full Minuteman Trail from Alewife to Lexington for first six (6) storms of season. 

1. No use of chemicals; minimal use of sand only where needed and when necessary. 

Do not perform dual duty snow removal on Trail. 

3. Clear the sixpaved access ramps marked on the map in Figure 1. 

4. Plow trail for first 6 storms of season; then discontinue plowing for subsequent storms. 

5. At the end of winter: on first workday after M arch 21 and following preceding night of >32F temperatures, run a plow 
down entire section of Trail. Do not plow paved access ramps, (estimated cost: 2.5 hrs. x $75/hr + $188. 

6. Estimated cost: $2,500. 

After much discussion it was the consensus of the Board to consult with the Conservation Commission regarding salt and sanding. 
Ms. Rowe stated that we cannot salt in areas within 100’ of wetlands. 

Ms. Rowe moved approval. SO VOTED (5-0)
